The funds will go toward (he pay- 


ment of $7-1,000 
indebtedness 
and 


erection of a 576,000 college chapel 
and music conservatory. 
The debt 


now i.s being amortized by a portion of 
the income from the college endow- 
ment. 


The resolution urged the churches 


and pastors of the convention to co- 
operate in the drive so that the pro- 
posed chapel would be ready for use 
in September of 1940. 


Speaking for the 
resolution, C. 


Hamilton Moses, Little Rock attorney 
and Baptist lay leader, said: 


"A great, first-class denomination 


ought not to run a second-class col- 
lege. 
We ought to make Ouachita 


as good as any college in the South 
or abandon it." 


Dr. J. R. Grant, Ouachila 
presi- 


dent, told the convention that 
the 


school's enrollment climbed from 2-11 
in 1!):)2 to 560 this year, that due to 
crowded conditions and 
inadequate 


facilities students were turned away. 


College officials said that the school 


can meet requirements for re-entry 
to the North Central Association of 
Colleges, from which it was dropped 
u few years ago, with the funds to be 
raised.

The Board's seasonally adjusted in- 


dex of production rose last month to 
12a, best figure of 1929. The statis- 
ticians pointed out the -figure does 
not mean as much now as it did in 
1929, because the index makes no al- 
lowance for increasing population and 
factory capacity. 


What it means is that certain key 


industries arc turning out about the 
«imc amount of goods now as they did 
in 1929. The reason the country is 
not as prosperous as then is that 
consumption of goods, capital invest- 
ments and other economic factors are 
not as favorable. 


The 125 index for November was the 


peak of a sensational upswing in fac- 
tory production which started with a 
May level of 92. The index advanced 
to 98 in June. 101 in July, 103 in Au- 
gust, 111 in September, and 120 in 
October. In November last year, the 
rate was 103.

The 125 index for November was the 


peak of a sensational upswing in fac- 
tory production which started with a 
May level of 92. The index advanced 
to 98 in June. 101 in July, 103 in Au- 
gust, 111 in September, and 120 in 
October. In November last year, the 
rate was 103.
